Another ATV tragedy 


One youth killed, 
two others injured in 
weekend quad crashes

The month of May has been devas¬ 
tating for a number of families across 
the province, as their children are 
dead or severely injured after careless 
rides on off-road vehicles. 

The latest tragedy comes after a 
17-year-old boy died after being 
thrown from a two-seat all-terrain 
vehicle near Stony Plain on Monday 


night. 

"It was described as a freak colli¬ 
sion. The passenger was alive for a 
time being treated by emergency 
medical services, but did succumb to 
injuries sustained as a result of the 
collision," said Cpl. Wayne Oakes of 
RCMP K Division. 

The weekend ended in tragedy for 
two Fort McMurray girls, after a ride 
on a quad at 4 a.m. sent both to hos¬ 
pital in Edmonton via air ambulance 
with massive head trauma. 

Fort McMurray RCMP believe al¬ 
cohol was a factor in the accident, 
and say neither the 17-year-old nor 
14-year-old girl wore a helmet. 


no legislation 

Currently there is no legislation 
in place in regard to children rid¬ 
ing ATVs. Helmets are not made 
mandatory, nor is licensing. 


Also, over the long weekend, two 
teens thrown from a quad after late- 
night joyriding near Gainford, were 
sent to hospital with serious injuries. 

Last week near Taber, a toddler 
died after a quad that was jam- 
packed with four children and one 
adult flew out of control down a 
steep hill, where it slammed into a 
boulder, sending the children flying. 


"Most of us choose to keep our 
children safe, so why would some¬ 
body endanger their child having five 
people on a quad when they're de¬ 
signed for one person?" asked George 
Billings, chief instructor of ATV 
safety for the Alberta Safety Council. 

Billings said children under 16 
haven't the co-ordination or skill to 
run ATVs over 90 cc. ATVs designed 
for adults range from 125 to 800 cc. 

'An adult that allowed that to hap¬ 
pen was not thinking straight," he 
said. "Life is cruel in that when we 
expose our children to that type of 
danger."

The 17-year-old charged in 
the attack is also charged in 
connection with a vicious rob¬ 
bery Tuesday morning on a 
14-year-old near 98 Avenue 
and 178 Street. 

The 17-year-old is charged 
with aggravated assault, as¬ 
sault, robbery and eight 
counts breach of recognizance.

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Environment, health linked 


Global issues will 
affect health-care 
system, expert says

Global environment issues 
are creating greater chal¬ 
lenges for local health care 
officials, says a visiting 


health-care expert. 

Dr. Blake Poland from the 
University of Toronto was in 
Edmonton yesterday as part 
of Capital Health's Public 
Health Works Speaker Series 
discussing how global issues 
like pollution and world 
famine affect our health-care 
system. 

As the environment dete¬ 
riorates because of pollution 


and overuse, more health is¬ 
sues will spring up, Poland 
said, creating a direct con¬ 
nection between environ¬ 
mental and social policies. 

He used the "plastic is¬ 
land" as an example, detail¬ 
ing how a collection of 
plastic has gathered off the 
Pacific Coast from world¬ 
wide water currents. 

He said that birds have 


begun to eat the plastics, not 
only having an adverse affect 
on the birds, but on the food 
chain as a whole. 

"I think social [issues] and 
environment [issues] are 
closely linked," he said. "We 
will have a massive domino 
effect that will affect us 
here." 

Poland said that while 
health care will need to be a 


source of support for the 
people as the worldwide con¬ 
dition worsens, people can 
do their own part by dealing 
with global issues straight 
on. 

The next speaker as part of 
the health series will be Dr. 
Don Spady, who'll be at the 
University of Alberta on 
June 17 to speak on peak oil 
and its influence on health. 


Feds need to deal with First 
Nations health issues: Layton 


NDP leader blasts 
Harper government

The federal government needs 
to start to take more responsi¬ 
bility for slowing down the 
pace of the development and 
to deal with First Nation 
health issues, said NDP Leader 
Jack Layton. 

Layton, on tour in Edmon¬ 


ton yesterday, said that envi¬ 
ronment issues are the duty of 
the Harper government and 
one that he thinks is not being 
held as a high priority. 

Citing a situation in Fort 
Chipewyan, Layton said First 
Nations people are allegedly 
experiencing higher amounts 
of cancer, and seeing massive 
numbers of dead fish from 
tainted water. 

"The federal government 
has not lived up to their re¬ 
sponsibility when it comes to 


the health and well being of 
First Nations [people]," he said. 

Layton, an Ontario MI] said 
there he didn't see any prob¬ 
lem in telling the Albertans to 
slow down their economy to 
help the situation, citing a 
wide range of support for a 
slower development within 
the province. 

"In Alberta ... you'll find 
lots of people concerned with 
the environment," said Lay- 
ton. "[There are] some very di¬ 
verse voices."

Local teens 
in B.C. 
tragedy

An Edmonton teenage boy has 
been charged with second-de¬ 
gree murder in the death of a 
17-year-old Edmonton girl 
who was killed in northeast¬ 
ern British Columbia Sunday. 

The 17-year-old suspect 
made his first court appear¬ 
ance at a provincial courtroom 
in Fort St. John, B.C., yester¬ 
day, but details of the crime, 
including a cause of death, 
have not been released. 

The pair had not been living 
in Fort St. John, said RCMP 
Const. Jackelynn Passarell. 
When asked if the suspect and 
the victim were related, Pas¬ 
sarell said "they knew each 
other." 

Passarell says Mounties 
who arrived on scene at a 
downtown apartment per¬ 
formed first aid on the victim 
until emergency officials ar¬ 
rived. The teen was pro¬ 
nounced dead in hospital.

Legislation would 
modernize Food 
and Drugs Act 

Bill C-51, legislation — mak¬ 
ing its way through Parlia¬ 
ment — will modernize the 
Food and Drugs Act for the 
first time in over 50 years. 

"There is a lot of uncer¬ 
tainty around the bill and 
how it will impact access to 
natural health products. No 
one seems to be quite sure," 
Daniel Chiang, a nutritionist 
and Toronto clinic owner 
said. 

The confusion has gener¬ 
ated controversy. Earlier this 
month, hundreds of people 
turned up at rallies across the 
country to protest the bill. 


The Food and Drugs Act 
regulates the production, 
transport and sale of food, 
drug, contraceptive devices 
and cosmetics, with a focus 
on ensuring products are 
safe, ingredients are disclosed 
and there are no false or ex¬ 
aggerated health claims on 
the product label. 

Among proposed changes 
in Bill C-51 are greater penal¬ 
ties for rule-breakers, power 
to the health minister to re¬ 
call drug products, and im¬ 
proved safety of all products. 

But critics — who have 
been carefully monitoring the 


progress of the bill, which is 
awaiting second reading — 
fear changes to the act will 
restrict access to natural 
health products, delay their 
approval, and give the health 
minister unprecedented 
powers of enforcement. 

Critics fear the minister 
would be able to suspend or 
cancel clinical trials, disclose 
and demand confidential in¬ 
formation, and impose "out¬ 
rageous" fines for minor 
infractions — with no men¬ 
tion of an appeal process after 
such decisions.

Canada falls 
in global 
peace index 

Iceland is the world's most 
peaceful nation while the 
United States is ranked 
among the bottom third, ac¬ 
cording to a study released 
yesterday. 

The "Global Peace Index," 
compiled by the Economist 
Intelligence Unit, ranked the 
United States 97th out of 140 
countries according to how 
peaceful they were domesti¬ 
cally and how they inter¬ 
acted with the outside world. 

Canada was no longer in 
the top 10 most peaceful na¬ 
tions. Last year it ranked 8th 
and this was year fell to 11th. 

Small, stable and demo¬ 
cratic countries were found 
to be the most peaceful in the 
index, with 16 of the top 20 
coming from western or cen¬ 
tral European democracies. 

The Group of Eight major 
economic powers were a 
mixed bag. Japan ranked 
fifth, Canada 11th, Germany 
14th, Italy 28th, France 36th 
and Britain 49th. Russia was 
near the bottom at 131 st, the 
only one in the group below 
the United States. 

Iraq ranked lowest on the 
index. Afghanistan was also 
in the bottom five, along 
with Sudan, Somalia and Is¬ 
rael.

Another 32,000 
still missing after 
China quake 

China raised the number of 
dead or missing from a dev¬ 
astating earthquake to more 
than 70,000 yesterday, as res¬ 
cuers found more survivors 
eight days after the huge 
tremor hit. 

A government statement 
said the number killed had 
now topped 40,000, and state 
news agency Xinhua re¬ 
ported that a further 32,000 
were missing. 

Authorities had previously 
said they expected the final 


death toll to exceed 50,000. 
More than 247,000 were in¬ 
jured. 

Anger was building among 
bereaved parents in Sichuan 
over the way many school 
buildings had collapsed, 
burying whole classrooms 
full of children. In one town, 
in a rare public protest, hun¬ 
dreds demanded punishment 
for anyone guilty of shoddy 
construction. 

Xinhua reported a 60-year- 
old woman was rescued in 
Pengzhou, more than 196 
hours after the May 12 quake 
struck. It said she had sur¬ 
vived on rainwater.

Nearly 9,000 people 
were evacuated from the 
base of Shiziliang Moun¬ 
tain near Guangyuan city 
over concerns about huge 
cracks on its slopes. 


In Wenchuan county, epi¬ 
centre of the quake in moun¬ 
tainous Sichuan province, Ma 
Yuanjiang, 31, was found 
alive. His body was "as fragile 
as that of a newborn baby,"

said, according to Xinhua.

Idol creator looks 
to more shows 


Could it be? The man behind 
the show seen in millions of 
TV homes each week is, him¬ 
self, camera shy? American 
Idol creator Simon Fuller ad¬ 
mits it's true. But from his 
position offstage, Fuller can 
revel in the success of Idol as 
it reaches the May 21 climax 
of its seventh season. 

Idol continues to drive the 
Fox network to the top of the 
ratings. The show, for exam¬ 
ple, drew 27.8 million view¬ 
ers the night of the Super 
Tuesday presidential primar¬ 
ies in February, according to 
Nielsen. The 2007 finale was 
seen by more than 33 million 
viewers, according to Nielsen 
Media Research, and a total 
of 74 million votes were cast. 

And with its winning for¬ 
mula of unknown talent, 
love-'em-or-hate-'em judges 
and viewers as voting A 8 rR 
reps, the show continues to 
shatter traditional music in¬ 
dustry dogma on discovering 
new artists. Fuller, while de¬ 
lighted with the success, is 
not one given to nostalgia. 

'American Idol was purely 
invented to give me new 
leverage in the music indus¬ 


try, without my having to go 
cap in hand to the record 
companies," he says. 

The partnership between 
Fuller's 19 Recordings and 
Sony BMG has yielded a 
string of platinum-plus al¬ 
bums by Idol winners and fi¬ 
nalists. 

Fuller hopes to perpetuate 
his kind of music TV yet 
again with a new series that 
19 Entertainment will de¬ 
velop for NBC. Now, Fuller is 
ready to expand his TV hori¬ 
zons, seeking new audiences 
across the gamut of broad¬ 
cast and cable networks. 

A show about Ruud Gullit's 
first year as coach of the Los 
Angeles Galaxy soccer team 
has been shot and sold to 32 
international markets and is 
expected to air on Fox Sport 
or ESPN later this year. A pilot 
for the Fuller-created real¬ 
time medical drama Austin 
Golden Hour, which marries 
the drama of ER with the 
tick-tock of 24, was under 
consideration at the CW at 
press time.

Picking apart the wreckage 


IF AT FIRST YOU DON’T SUC¬ 
CEED: The primetime post¬ 
mortem is in full swing, with 
more than the usual amount 
of schadenfreude (that’s Ger¬ 
man for feeling good when 
other people fail) from TV 
critics everywhere. 

Tim Goodman of the San 
Francisco Chronicle looked 
back at the dying season and 
its casualties and came up 
with a bit of 20/20 hindsight 
on how the networks could 
have saved their more notable 
failures. 

The biggest problem, in 
Goodman’s opinion, was an 
identity crisis that overcame 
the networks this year, who 
seemed to have forgotten 
just what they were good at, 
and tried to compete with 
each other on unfamiliar 
turf. To wit. Fox’s Back To 
You might have fared better 


on CBS — conventional wis¬ 
dom at this point — and the 
CW’s Aliens In America 
would have fit better on Fox. 

ABC’s Miss Guided might 
have stood a chance on ei¬ 
ther NBC or Fox, but Viva 
Laughlin, which bombed on 
CBS, probably wouldn’t have 
survived anywhere, since 
there’s no precedent for a 
musical succeeding on 
primetime at all — did no 
one learn from Cop Rock? 

One of the season’s fail¬ 
ures that seems to have al¬ 
ready been forgotten is 
Quarterlife, the sitcom that 
NBC took from the web to 
primetime and ditched 
when it failed to thrive. 
There was a flurry of defi¬ 
antly positive press leading 
up to the show’s primetime 
premiere, anticipating web- 
developed shows as the way

of the future, creatively and 
financially, but since Quar¬ 
terlife proved to have the 
half-life of a tuna melt on a 
dock, we haven’t heard 
much in the same vein since. 
Which is why ABC’s decision 
to pick up In The Mother¬ 
hood for a mid-season debut 
is so surprising. I hadn’t 
heard of it until Silicon Val¬ 
ley Insider ran a piece on the 
show’s good fortune, but the 
sitcom has been pulling re¬ 


spectable numbers for its 
seven-minute online 
episodes —16 million 
streaming downloads of the 
second season so far, com¬ 
pared to Quarterlife’s measly 
few million. 

Goodman, in his post¬ 
mortem piece, says that 
ABC’s Cavemen was probably 
doomed from the start, since 
“making a sitcom out of an 
insurance commercial just 
rubbed everyone the wrong 
way,” so it remains to be seen 
how Motherhood, which was 
co-developed by Suave toi¬ 
letries and Sprint, will win 
over audiences. The show, an 
acidly observational take on 
modern parenting starring 
Jenny McCarthy and Leah 
Remini, is definitely better- 
written than Quarterlife, if 
only for the offhanded obser¬ 
vation that fanny packs 


emasculate men quicker 
than a mishap with a weed 
whacker. The Insider piece 
was optimistic about the 
show’s chances, pointing out 
that it has two name stars, 
will air on a network known 
for women’s programming, 
and “is targeted at a demo¬ 
graphic that still watches 
plenty of television: 30 -some- 
thing moms.” It also costs a 
mere US $ 40,000 a minute to 
produce, “cheap by TV stan¬ 
dards but astronomical for a 
Web series.” 

By this point, however, 
shows should probably be 
migrating from TV to web, 
not the other way around, 
but getting the networks to 
see this is like getting water 
to run uphill.
